WILMINGTON, N. C.. Jan. 28.— 
(P)-—Nine blocks of Wrightsville | 
Beach, island summer resort 12 miles | 
from herg, were swept by fire today 
and 102 buildings destroyed, 

The flames, starting from an 
determined cause in the Kitty 
tage, a hotel, spread along 2,500 feet 
of beach front buildings on Lumania, 
avenue, burning them all. The Oceanic | 
hotel, largest structure on the beach, | 
was one of the first buildings to fall. 

An officia! of the Tidewater Power | 
company which owned the Oceanic | 
and a number of the other buildings | 
burned, estimated the n EXCESS | 
of $1,000,000. 

Most of the buildings burned were | 
summer cottages and were unoccupied. | 
Approximately a dozen were homes of 
residents.

URGED BY HERRIOT 


Rioting Abates as People 
| Await Appointment of 
_ Successor to Chautemps, 


Beaten by Scandal. 


PARIS, Jan. 28.—(/)—France 
seemed ready to turn to the veteran 
|former premier, Edouard Herriot. 
staunch advocate of debt payment, 
itoday to lift the nation from the riot- 


‘ridden crisis which toppled the Chau-

President Albert Lebrun asked the

“Moral Crisis.” 

The hurried resignation of the Chau- 
temps cabinet Saturday, driven from 
power by popular indignation over 
the Stavisky bank scandal, faced Leb- 
run with the task of solving a “moral 
crisis” instead of a mere political 
problem. 

With the refusal of Doumergue to 
form a cabinet, the belief grew that 
Herriot. despite the enmities which 
he aroused by his insistence that 
France pay her debts to the United 
States, is the only available man 
strong enough to guide the nation 
during the present crisis. 

Herriot was generally predicted to 
| be chosen for premier, but opposition 
‘ta a Herriot regime proclaimed through 
'former Premier Andre Tardieu the 
|need for a national union ministry 
for “a cleanup vote of the budget 
and dissolution of parliament if neces- 
sary.” 

The streets of Paris were compara- 
tively quiet today after a night of 
intense rioting which capped eight 
days of open disorder, but encouraged 
by the success of Paris mobs, govern- 
ment employes at Rouen staged demon- 
|strations against pay cuts and scan- 
-dals. shouting “Down with thieves.” 

The royalist newspaper Action 
Francaise, which presented in glaring 
|headlines “Paris in revolt drives out 
|Chautemps,” threatened new demon- 
'strations in Paris. 

Leftist party members crying ‘“‘fas- 
cist” at Tardieu, warned against a 
breakdown of the left majority. 
Friends of Herriot declare that his 
/health is better and that his stand 
for payment of French war debts 
| (which caused his government to fall) 
| would not prevent his acceptance of 
ithe premiership at this time, since 
the next debt payment falls due on 
June 15, a long way off as French 
cabinets go. 

“Sacred Cause.” 

Herriot was represented as feeling 
that his prestige is not involved be- 
cause he regards debt payment as a 
“sacred cause.”

The second discovery was by Dr. 
James B. Murphy of the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research. It, 
too, concerned immunity in animal 
cancer.

Dr. Murphy found 
inhibiting substances in embryonic 
tissues, in which there was no suspi- 
cion of cancer. 

The third advance was work point- 
ing to means of avoiding cancer, done 
by Doctors M. R. Curtis and Wil- 
helmina Dunning and Professor F. D.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—(P)— 
Nearly three-fourths of the current 
$400,000,000 federal aid highway pro- 
gram was reported today by the pub- 
lic works administration to have been 
advertised for contract or begun by 
day labor employed directly by state 
highway authorities. 

The announcement stated the proj- 
ects in these categories were estimated 
to cost $289,958,000. A total of 5,614 
projects representing 67.6 per cent of 
the total allotment had beep adver- 
tised for contracts: of these, 4,852 
had been awarded, 3,140 were under 
construction and 544 were completed. 

Administration officials estimated 
133,169 men were provided jobs at 
the construction sites, and “many 
more” ,indirectly. 

The cost of federal aid highways 
under construction was estimated at 
$181,996,000. Projects already com- 
pleted represented an outlay of $13,- 
635,000. 

Kansas was listed as the only state 
which had advertised 100 per cent of 
its allotment. This was true also 
in the District of Columbia. 

Eight states. were listed as having ' 
advertised; less than 50 per cent of 
their allotments for contract as of 
January 20, as follows: 

Maryland, 33.9 per cent; Indiana, 
35.0; Arkansas, 35.5: North Caro- 
lina, 38.2; Georgia, 40.4; Mississippi, 
41.1; Alabama, 43.8, and South Da- 
kota, 48.5.

MENDIETA PLANS SOUNDLY. 

The first detailed outline of his 
policies by Provisional President 
Mendieta, presented in the form of 
a signed statement to the North 
American Newspaper Alliance, 
formed of a group of outstanding 
American newspapers, of which The 
Constitution is the only member in 
Georgia, sketches an impressive 
program for the correction of the 
political, social and economic evils 
now existing in the island republic. 

The statement is statesmanlike 
and conservative, evidently care- 
fully phrased in order to avoid the 
creation of opposition either in the 
United States or Cuba to the pro- 
posed plans, although it is firm and 
clear in its criticism of conditions 
that have contributed to the gov- 
ernmental disorder on the island 
during the past few months. 

President Mendieta frankly de- 
clares in favor of the abolition of 
the controversial Platt amendment, 
and its substitution with ‘a treaty 
of friendship and alliance which un- 
questionably will promote more 
harmonious relations in the future 
between the two nations.” 

He is equally positive in his op- 
position to the labor legislation 
rushed through by the short-lived 


radical administrations which have 


preceded his, and which he holds is 
responsible ‘‘for the intense unrest 
which has affected not only nation- 
al but foreign industry.” 

In his stand on these two prob- 
lems, President Mendieta proposes 
>to do away with the American in- 
spired amendment to the Cuban 
constitution which has of late years 
been a constantly increasing source 
of friction, and which, at best, has 
accomplished but poorly its pur- 
pose of protection for American in- 
terests on the island. He advocates 
the substitution for it of a treaty 
of friendly alliance which he be- 
lieves would be more effective in 
gaining the same objective. 

In that position he is probably 
correct. Certainly the Platt amend- 
ment has plainly served its best 


purpose, and the common-sense 
thing to do now is to try some 
other method of increasing the 


safety of American investments tn 
Cuba, restoring our exports to the 
island to their former volume, and 
at the same time bringing about a 
more friendly attitude towards this 


country on the part of the masses |

UNIFORM TRAFFIC CONTROL. 

As the first step of a sustained 
campaign to reduce the staggering 
losses from highway crashes, the 
federal government, through the 
national conference on street and 
highway safety, of which Secretary 
of Commerce Roper is chairman, 
will soon launch a drive for a wider 
adoption of the uniform vehicle 
code and the model municipal traf- 
fic ordinance. 

The code and ordinance contain 
provisions on speed regulation, 
lighting equipment, mechanical in- 
spections, regulations for school 
buses and vehicles carrying explo- 
sives, the use of flares to warn 
night traffic of the presence on a 
highway of a disabled vehicle at a 
dangerous spot, and other precau- 
tions for the safety of those travel- 
ing by motor vehicle. 

The code has been adopted by 
34 states since it was promulgated 
in 1926 and the ordinance is now 
the basis of the traffic regulations 
of several hundred cities and 
towns. The code and the ordi- 
nance are designed to be flexible 
and it is announced that revisions 
in both are now being mapped for 
the purpose of keeping them in 
line with new developments in auto- 
mobile speed and power and with 
the consequent changing traffic 
conditions. 

An additional objective of the 
organization of which Secretary Ro- 
per is the head will be to seek 
more general public understand- 
ing of safety essentials relating to 
the use of public thoroughfares. 

George R. Wallington, chairman 
of the executive committee of the 
organization and head of the mo- 
tor vehicle department of Rhode 
Island, in a recent statement em- 
phasizes the need of uniform traf- 
fic signs, signals and pavement 
markings, together with proper en- 
forcement of accepted standards, as 
“vitally necessary for the safe and 
expeditious movement of traffic.’ 

That this is true is proven by 
the confusion, often resulting in 
serious accidents, created among 
motorists in Atlanta by the vari- 
ous types of markers and signals 
appearing on the streets of the 
city. 

There are a half dozen kinds of 
“stop” signs alone—some painted 
on the pavement, others slightly 
elevated either in the center or near 
the edge of the paving, and still 
others standing on posts on the 
sidewalk. Some of the electric sig- 
nals are overhead and others on 
the corners, and in various other 
respects the -traffic regulations are 
so confusing as to make safe driv- 
ing exceedingly difficult. 

As now, most cities and com- 
munities have their own particular 
type of traffic regulations, often of 
a widely differing nature. In some 
cities, for instance, in turning to 
the left the motorist is required, 
as in Atlanta, to go to the right 
of the center of the intersection, 
while in others they are required to 
cut the corner. The natural re- 
sult is frequent tie-ups of traffic 
caused by out-of-town cars. 

Automobile driving by all ele- 
ments of the population is general 
in every community in the coun- | 
try and yet it is controlled by prob- 

ably the most complicated and con- 
flicting range of laws than is true 
of any other activity. 
_ A material reduction of the loss 
in life, limb and property on the 
public thoroughfares each year 
would result from a_standardiza- 
tion of these laws, and the federal 
government’s program to this end 
Should receive the earnest co-oper- 
ation of state and local governments 
generally.

The Real 


Caesar. | 

A portrait of a humorless . man, 
soaked in self-esteem, who chose his 
provincial governors from the ranks 
of cutthroats and footpads, was drawn 
by Professor R. 8S. Conway -when he 
lectured on “The Real Julius Caesar.” 


“Julius Caesar is commonly spo- 
ken of as the founder of the Roman 
empire,” said the professor. “The 


truth is that he did nothing to create 
stable government beyond insisting 
that provincial governorships should 
be held by men whom he appointed 
bimself. Many of these were chosen 
from the ranks of footpads and cut- 
throats, whom, as he said himself, he 
was glad to honor because they had 
supported him. 

No one can deny that Caesar was 
a man of splendid daring and that he 
could on occasion show, especially to 
his inferiors, a quite charming cour- 
tesy. But from many passages in the 
‘Gallic War’ and from his own surviv- 
ing letters it is plain that he was 
entirely wanting in humor and that 
his whole nature was soaked in self- 
esteem. Under the influence of Cleo- 


and 44 B. C., this temper took shape 
in acts of senile vanity and gratuitious 
insults of the time-honored traditions 
of ordered civil life. This led inevit- 
ably to hig assassination and the ap- 
palling civil wars of the next 13 
years.

She has even turned 
upon her most glorious citizen, Pro- 
fessor Einstein. It would be im perti- 
nent for me to praise a man of his 
eminence.

“But there is something beyond emi- 
nence. Professor Einstein stood out 
as the supreme example of the self- 
less intellectual, Today Professor 
Einstein is without a home. He had 
to write his name in the visitor's book 
in England, and when he came to 
write his address he wrote “Without 
any, The Huns and racketeers of 
Europe have plundered his place, They 
have even taken away his violin. The 
man who beyond all others approxi- 
mated to the citizen of the world is 
without a home. How proud we must 
be to offer him a temporary shelter 
at Oxford to work in. What. he 
asked, would happen to Germans in 
our midst if we started persecuting 
them? I hope we never shall, It 
ery be like shooting pheasants sit- 
ing.

CUBA WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—A rather neat inside job was 
done by our diplomats in getting Cuba straightened out. 

It was so neat that not a finger-print was left. Historians will 
not be able to detect that we ever had a hand in it. 

The fact is that Messrs. Roosevelt, Caffery and Welles used 
silk gloves and a little headwork on Cuba for the first time. They 
also used guns but in a very delicate, inoffensive way. They merely 
filled Havana harbor with warships, nonchalantly pointing the guns 
in the direction they wanted things tc go, and things suddenly 
went that way, without firing a shot. 


STATECRAFT The inexplicable sudden shift from Grau to 
Hevia to Mendieta was a put-up job. 

Mendieta was the man we wanted in the presidency in the first 
place, not because Mr. Roosevelt likes Mendieta but because he is 
about the only available candidate with the ability necessary to main- 
tain a stable government. Months ago former Ambassador Welles 
tried to put Mendieta in office, but failed by direct methods. So 
strategy was tried. 

First, Grau was squeezed out of office. Quietly word was 
passed to him through Marquis Sterling, his agent here, that the 
United States would never recognize him. He could not exist with- 
out recognition. : 

Hevia was the next logical choice. No man could be president 
of Cuba for any length of time until Hevia had a shot at it. | 

The insiders say there can be no question but that Hevia was 
put in merely to get him out. He was selected only to prove that 
he could not be president. 

As soon as he found that out, the invisible gioved hands of 
Messrs. Caffery, Welles and Roosevelt brought forth Mendieta. 

He will last a while. 


CHICAGO TECHNIQUE The big shot of Cuba, former Ser- 
geant Batista, was cértainly in on 
the deal, probably from the beginning. 

Nothing can happen in Cuba unless Batista okays it. He has 
the army tied up with him. He can say who can and who cannot 
be president. 

He showed his hand when Dr. Guiteras demanded his resigna- 
tion. Dr. Guiteras, former minister of war, thought he controlled 
the navy and resented Batista’s efforts to mus¢le in. He told Batista 
that if he did not get out of Cuba, the navy would put him out. 
Batista called a meeting of his army followers and told Guiteras to 
come and get him. | 

That was when the state department rushed three more war- 
ships to Cuba. 

Next day Guiteras was hiding on a gunboat and Batista had con- 
trol of the army and navy. 

That’s Cuba. 


WITHDRAWAL? The insiders say Batista is not ambitious to 


be president himself. He can be expected 
to go on indefinitely behind Mendieta. 

Washington is helping him out by talking big about abandoning 
oo Platt amendment and thus ending our indirect rule over the 
island. 

The Platt amendment may be dropped, but not as soon as they 
say. It is true that Cuba has primarily become an annoyance rather 
than a help against invasion of the United States by a foreign foe. 
We are in a state of exasperation now and would bé willing to let 
Cuba go. , | 

But it will mean a revision of .the 1903 treaty of peace with 
Cuba and approval by the United States senate as well as a Cuban 
constitutional convention. That will take more than six months 
and by that time our exasperation may be quieted and we may be 
thinking more about American investments in Cuba. 

Meanwhile, the talk has a wholesome effect in Latin America, 
where we are trying to negotiate trade treaties. 

SUGAR A sugar phenagler in the farm administration had his 

grips packed a few days ago for a trip into the beet belt. 
He was going to try to arouse the farmers in favor of a revival of 
the sugar plan. 

Word came to him from above to call off the trip. The inside 
explanation is that.

(JUDICIAL INQUIRY 


TOBE CONTINUED 


House Group Will Keep 
On in Work To Deter- 
mine Need for New Laws 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—(?)}— 
The house judiciary committee plans 
to investigate the practices of federal 
judges in bankruptcy and receivership 
cases until it has determined whether 
there is need of additional legislation 


-|or whether any of the jurists should 


be removed. 

This was disclosed today by Chair- 
man Sumners, democrat, Texas, as 
the house prepared to act on a reso- 
lution before it extending for six 
months more—until next June 30— 
the time allowed the committee to 
——- its inquiry. 

The story of how federal judges 
are handling bankruptcy and receiv- 
ership cases, begun during the con- 
gressional recess, will continue to 
center in Chicago. 

Hearings were held there concern- 
ing Judge Charles E. Woodward’s 
actions by a sub-committee headed by 
Representative McKeown, democrat, 
Oklahoma, and an investigator has 
gathered data on receivership and 
bankruptcy activities of other Chi- 
cago federal courts. 

Chairman Sumners said that while 
the inquiry was national in scope, it 
was considered that the Chicago in- 
quiry would be sufficient to determine 
the necessity of other investigations. 

“There is a chance that we may 
discover abuses that can be correct- 
ed by legislation,” Sumners said. “But 
in the main the policy should be, 
when abuses of power are found, to 
take the man from the office instead 
of taking the power from the office. 

“Generally, the federal courts are 
presided over g? a high class of pa- 
triotic judges. However, some abuses 
may have crept in.”

Asked if the student council’s rec- 
ommendation for the expulsion of a 
student said to have been “caught 
cheating’ had been refused by the 
faculty advisory committee, Mr. Par 
said it was a mistaken report. 

He said the student council had 
never made a recommendation of ex- 
pulsioh, but, on the other hand, had 
referred the matter immediately to the 
faculty without an investigation. 

The faculty advisory committee, 
upon investigating the charges brought 
by the council, did not have sufficient 
evidence on which to expel, it was 
announced.

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VOTE ON WORLD COURT 
IS URGED BY BAKER 


Mrs. Wyeth, Republican 
Leader, Also Joins in 
Asking Action. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—(#)—In»- 
mediate adherence of the United 
States to the World Court to fulfill 
the pledges of the democratic and re- 
publican platforms was urged today 
by Newton D. Baker and Mrs. George 
A. Wyeth, president of the Women's 
National Republican Club. 

Adherence hinges on ratification of 
three treaties before the senate. 

Mrs. Wyeth, chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee of Republican we om- 
en for the World Court, and Baker 
said im a statement that ratification 
could be accomplished quickly without 
disrupting the domestic recovery pro- 
gram and would be a quieting in- 


tluence on the international situation. 
“At the very moment when, as 


facing the prospect of war as a 
method of settling their differences or 
adjusting their “conflicting national 
ambitions,” Baker ‘declared, “it is di- 
rectly important for us and for the 
world for the United States to indorse 
clearly the principle of judicial set- 


| tlement. 


“Yesterday, it was eight years since 
the senate by a vote of 76 to 17 de- 
clared that the United States should 
adhere to the court if five conditions 
were met. That these conditions are 
met by the three treaties now pend- 
ing seems to me beyond bona jfide 
question. 

Simultaneously with the statement 
of Baker and Mrs. Wyeth, Mrs. Car- 
rie Chapman Catt, who has recently 
returned from a conference in Wash- 
ington of 11 national women’s organ- 
izations, announced that the  two- 
thirds vote for ratification “seems cer- 
tain to exist.” 

According to a poll made by organi- 
zations with which Mrs. Catt is asso- 
ciated, and announced by her, the 
lineup in the senate is:

Squeezing the Declarer

SQUEEZING THE DECLARER. 

One of the prettiest defensive hands 
it has been my pleasure to hear about 
in a long while took place in a pair 
event of the American Bridge League 
tournament at Cincinnati last month. 
Messrs. Oswald Jacoby and Edward 
Hymes Jr., of New York, playing 
against the strong Cleveland combi- 
nation of Messrs. O. 8S. Emrich and 
Elmer Babin, succeeded in defending 
a hand so well that the unfortunate 
declarer was forced to go down three 
tricks. The last few tricks of the 
hand completely squeezed, and it was 
not a squeeze that was stumbled into, 
but one that was carefully prepared 
for in the early play by Messrs. 
Jacoby and Hymes. 

South, Dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable. 


Using the Boland Club System, 
North and South reached the final 
contract of three notrump, with South 
as the declarer. Mr. Hymes opened 
the nine of clubs and a low one was 
played from dummy, Mr. Jacoby’s 
queen winning the trick. Recogniz- 
ing the short suit opening, and know- 
ing that an immediate club continua- 
tion would avail little, Mr. Jacoby 
quickly returned his highest spade in 
an effort to kill the declarers hand 
as quickly as possible so that the de- 
fense could concentrate on locking the 
declarer in the dummy. 

Mr. Emrich was naturally forced 
to pass this spade trick, realizing that 
he had to attempt to make tricks 
somewhere. West won the trick with 
the king of spades and now returned 
his top diamond. A low card of that 
suit was correctly played from dum- 
my, and Mr. Jacoby won the trick. 
East, now feeling confident that the 
declarer: was—for the time being at 
least—shut out of his own hand, pro- 
ceeded to lead a small club, which 
was won by dummy’s lone. ace. 

For want of something better to 
do, Mr. Emrich played his four good 
diamonds, and was then compelled to 
lead a heart. A low card was led 
and Mr. Jacoby won with the 10, 
quickly returning another heart. At 
this point, Mr. Hymes made what 
was probably the star play of the 
entire hand by failing to win the trick, 
playing his queen and forcing dummy's 
king to win. Naturally a heart was 
returned and won by Mr. Hymes’ 
ace, but it was this extra round of 
hearts which now completely squeezed 
declarer and enabled the defense to 
take the rest of the tricks. Mr. Hymes, 
after winning the ace of hearts, had 
left in his hand a low club and the 
eight of spades, while Mr. Jacoby 
had the king and one club. Mr. Em- 
rich, unfortunately, was unable to 
keep both the high spade and the 
knave-10 of clubs, and whichever card 
he released would give the defense the 
rest of the tricks. Actually, Mr. Em- 
rich threw the last spade, and Mr. 
Hymes cashed his eight-spot, the last 
trick being won by Mr. Jaeoby’s king 
of clubs. 

Admittedly North and South got 
to an overly ambitious contract, but 
with the diamond suit breaking three 
and three and the heart honors cor- 
rectly located it took super-fine de- 
fense to defeat the contract three 


tricks.
